the. herd and the taking and marketing 
of the skins had been reduced to a sys¬ 
tem of great perfection, acquired by 
many years of experience and observa¬ 
tion. 

“One hundred and fifty years ugo the 
fur-seals, one of the most valuable of 
all fur-bearing animals, were the most 
widely distributed throughout the world 
snd most numerous of that species of 
animals. Besides those in Retiring 8ea. 
they were found on the islands along 
the coast of Mexico. South America, In 
the Antarctic seas, along the coast.of 
Africa, the Indian Ocean. Australasia, 
aod the northern coast of Asia. In 
some of these localities they were re¬ 
ported, when discovered, as swarming 
on the shores, and numbering in places 
several millions. 

"Toward the dose of the eighteenth 
and for some time in the nineteenth 
century sailing vessels engaged in the 
talking of the skins of the seals; and as 
at that early period after the discover) 
of those regions no governmental au¬ 
thority was exercised for their protec¬ 
tion. the seals were slaughtered on 
land indiscriminately and In great num¬ 
bers. In no part of the world was pro¬ 
tection extended to those valuable ani¬ 
mals except hy Russia In the North 
j Pacific Ocean, and in a few decades 
I they were utterly destroyed for com- I 
' mercial purposes in all other region*. 
Only In the Commander Island* on the 
; Russian side of Behring Sea and In the 
Prlblloff Islands did they continue to 
exist ifl anv considerable numbers. 

“When the Prlblloff Islands., called 
by the Russians "the golden islands,'' 
because of their fruitful yield of furs, 
passed into the possession of the United 
States, the same system of protection 
and husbanding of this Industry was 
adopted which had been so successfully 
followed by the Russians. No seal* 
were allowed to be killed In the water, 
but only on the land, snd then only at 
a specially appointed season of the 
year. No female *eals were ever kill¬

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NAMES IN THE ROYAL FAMILY 


King George V. Is not burdened with 
many names, though his four—George 
Frederick Ernest Albert — are twice as 
ma|ty as those of his late Majesty — 
Albert Edward. When the late King 
came, to thw throne a certain amount 
of doubt was entertained as to whe¬ 
ther he w-ould adopt the style of King 
Albert or King Edward. His Majesty 
explained, however, with charaotrvlstic 
good feeling, that he desired the former 
name to remain associated exclusively 
with the memory of his Illustrious 
father, and so had decided to be known 
as King Edward 

In this connection it may not be re¬ 
membered by all that his late Majesty 
bore three distinct names In the course 
of his life. For his first twenty years 
he was "Albert. Prince of Wales" 
After his father's death he wai styled 

Albert Edward. Prince of Wales"; 
while on his accession his Majesty re¬ 
verted again to a single name, and be¬ 
came Edward VII. The atxJe of his 
successor his undergone in^turn many 
change*. First he war Prlnre George 
of Wales, then Duke or York, then 
Duke of Cornwall and York, then 
Prince of Wales, and flnajhr George V. 

So many different style# 4 are being 
used in speaking of the members of 


the royal family in this moment of con¬ 
fusion that it may be well to get the 
thing right. At Westminster Abbey— 
on such a point one may depend upon 
the Abbey being correct—the prayer 
was for King George. Queen Mwry. 
Alexandra, th* Queen-mother. Edward. 
Duke of Cornwall, and the rest of the 
royal family By these designations 
they will be known until In due course 
the eldest son of the King |s created 
Prince of Wales. 

There Is at present no Prince of 
Wales, but the title will doubtless be 
^inferred In due course on Prince Ed¬ 
ward. now heir to the throne, who lias 
already become. In virtue of his father’s 
accession, Duke of Cornwall, this title 
being always held by the eldest son of 
the Sovereign.
